It 
would seem ae if some of these “ excellent mon- 
eters” declared, on being brought out of the 
stadle, “If it’s Smith who is to drive me, I 
won't go. if it’s my friend Stokes, | am agreea- 
ble to anything!” 

All Locomotive Engines are low-spirited in 
damp and foggy weather. They have a great 
satisfaction in their work when the air is crisp 
and frosty. At such a time they are very cheer- 
ful and brisk; but they strongly object to haze 
and Scotch mists. These are points of character 
on which they are all united. It is in their pecu- 
limrities and varieties of character that they are 
most remarkable, 

The Railway Company who should consign al! 
their Lecomotives to one uniform standard of 
treatment, without any allowance for varying 
shades of character and opinion, would soon fall 
es much behind-hand in the world as those 
greater Governments are, and ever will be, whe 

the same course witn the finer piece of 
work called Man.
